THE DOCUMENTS. 
ALD. VAN OSDEL. 

The County Commissioners held a regular 
weekly meeting yesterday afternoon, President 
Johnson in the chair. The full Board was pres- 
ent except Commissioner Tabor. The lobby 
was crowded with contractors and others. 

The following communication was read and 
referred to the Joint Committee on Public 
Buildings and Service: 

To the Honorable the Board of Commissioners of 
Cook County—GentLemtn: The undersigned 
would respectfully represent to your honorable 
— that be is Chairman of the Committee on 
Public Buildings of the Common Council of 
the City of Chicago. The Conncil Commit- 
tee have had three several conferences with 
roe Committee on Public Buildings aud Pablic 

rvice, the object of said conferences being to 
make some arrangement by which the city will be 
enabled to build a City-Hall simultaneously with 
the building of the County Court-House. The 
— Committee have agreed upon a report which 
will be presented to the Confcil at ite regular 
meeting this afternoon (Monday, Ang. 21). and 
it is presumed that immediate steps will be taken 
to enter into a contract with the county whereby 
the entire building for city and county purposes 
will be erected simultaneously. 1, therefore, as 
Chairman of the Committee on Public Buildings 
as aforesaid, respectfully suggest the desirableness 
and propriety of deferring a decision of the kind 
of stone to be used for the exterior of the build- 
ings until the city, by its authorized Committee, 
can have an equal voice and share the responsibility 
of selecting such material.

ALD. SMITH’S COMMUNICATION. 

The annexed communication was read. 

GENTLEMEN: Judging from the action taken by 

our Joint ittee on Pudlic Buildings ahd 

blic Service at their last session, it becomes ap- 
rent to the writer that your honorablg Board in 
ends to take action to-day on your Committee's 
report, and concern the letting of the stone 
contract for the county's part of the Court-House. 
In the interest of the tax-payers of the City of 
Chicago, allow me to make a few suggestions: 

Firsi—It will not be foc the best interest of the 
tax-payers if you make — 4 —— progrees in this 
matter until it is lawfully settled whether or not 
the county can build for the city M such a way as 
to make it satisfactory to the tax-payers of said 


city. 

, the capacity in which you serve, the 
people must look to you for a careful distribution 
of ‘their money in public fmprovements or to con- 
tinue to refuse to pay taxes, and your late actions 
have shown anything but a careful consideration in 
the expenditure of the people's money, over which 
you exercise an unlimited control. 

Third-—It remains to be seen if some action by 
the people in this matter is not necessary before we 
can issne bonds for this purpose. 

Fourth—lf we baild at all, as contemplated, 
would it not become your honorable Board to allow 
the city to have a voice ip the matter of selecting 
the material of which to build, inasmuch as we 
furnish about three-fourths of the taxes required 
to be expended in the indpovement! 

These few suggestions [ submit to your honora- 
dle Board for consideration. hoping you will adopt 
a plan of operation which will enable you to com- 
mence at the right place, and thereby avoid all 
scrions complications hereafter, which will result 
in nothing less than a great loss to the tax-payers.

Commissioner McCaffrey moved that the doc- 
ument be placed on file.

The subsequent action of the Board selecting lime- 
stone as the kind of stone of which the building 
should be constructed has materially lessend the 
labors of your Commitice ana confined its action to 
a much narrower compass than was at first antici- 
pated. After examining the limestone quarries 
from which samples were furnished your Commit- 
tee concluded that the selection of a limestone 
from a Cook County quarry would the better meet 
the views of the people of the county, its durabiii- 
ty being equal to any other stone. and ite beauty 
being an unimportant consideration in architect- 
ure.

He wanted to 
vote for a man that was straightforward, and 
able to fulfill his contract. If he did anything 
wrong he wanted the press to take notice of it. 
He would never be guilty of voting for a liar and 
a scoundrel. [Applause in the lobby.] If Fan- 
ning denied that he was a liar and a scoundrel let 
him come in and take it up. If he didn't want to 
come in he would go outside and take it out of his 
hide. [Applause and laughter. } 

Commissioner Ayars said if McNeil was a totally- 
irresponsible man last fall, he certainly must 
now. Three of the Committee (Conly, Johnson, 
and McCaffrey) who now favored him reported 
against him last fall, and he did not see why they 
had changed their minds. 

Commissioner Holden rose to a point of order, 
and inquired, What is the motion before the 
house?’

The Chair said: The minority report. The gen- 
tleman will contine himself to that. 

COMMISSIONER AYARS 

hoped the minority report would not be adopted, 
because Fanning's bid was not the lowest. They 
had a bid for Bedford limestone at 60 cents a foot, 
which, with Wolf, Price & Co.’s bid of $326,000 
for cutting and setting, made a total of $516, 200, 
while Fanning’s bid wae $535,000. It was admit- 
ted that if Lemont limestone was used, the col- 
umns and pilasters must be of granite. 

Commissioner MeCaffrey—Oh no. 

Commissioner Ayare—The architect admitted it. 
The bid for granite pilasters, unpolished, was 
$19,000. By adopting the Bedford stone the 
county would save $75,000. That stone was equal 
to any that had been offered, and the whole build- 
ing could be constructed of it. It had been said 
that if the contract for furnishing the 
stone was let to one man, and the cutting 
and setting to another, there would be a wastage of 
15 or 20 per cent, which the county would lose.

Commissioner Lonergan said, personally, he did 
not know anything about Fanning pecuniarily, but 
he had been told by a man who knew him well that 
he possessed means. 

Commissioner Holden said the reason he hdd 
asked the question was that Mr. Singer, of the 
firm of Singer & Talcott, had sent in a paper show- 
ing the assessment of stone-cutters, and Fanning 
was assessed for only $100 of — property. 
That did not show much stock of utensils and ma- 
terials on hand to commence the job with. 

Commissioner Lonergan said that was no argu- 
mem against him. There were thousands of men 
in the city who had very little personal property, 
yet were immensely rich in real estate. 

Commissioner Schmidt had not expected that 
charge tocome up.

That ac- 
tion, however, was suddenly reconsidered, and 
McNeil’s bid, $155,000 leas, was indorsed. Why 
was not that brought in at first? He did not think 
the majority report should be adopted, but that 
over 800, 000 should be saved the tax-payers.

After 
we had received bids of a dozen different kinds of 
stone, $100, 000 to $200, 000 less than the Lemont 
limestone, this Board was shut right off, and 
the Committee to whom these bids were 
referred was kept from acting or re- 
. The matter was taken 

of its hands, and it was se palpably 
there was a scheme, laid long before t 
tisement was placed in the papers that things 
should be so, that I was almost thunderstruck. 

What followed’ But I will go back a little. Be- 
fore the resolution was introduced, after the bids 
were received and referred to the Committee, these 
various gentlemen who had bid came in here, like 
business-men, to inform the members of this 
Board on the relative ments of sandstone 
and limestone. In doing this, and acti like 
intelligent business men, they invited this rd 
to goand examine their stone, to sce whether it 
was the proper stone to build a Court- House. I, 
with a — — of this Board, went and visited 
stone-quarries in a half dozen different places. We 
went to Cincinnati, and up the river to Buena Vis- 
ta. In Cincinnati 1 looked for the oldest buildings 
built of that stone. Ispent all day Sunday secking 
information. We returned to Chicago. We went to 
Cleveland to examine stone, as | supposed, but the 
development proved that it was not so. I was ig - 
norant. I was an infant in the schemes and machi- 
nations of this Board of County Commissioners. 

1 returned home. I went again to Aux 
Sable, in the State of Illinois, only a little 
farther away from here than the Lemont limestone 
quarries. I have — stated, and now state, 
that, everything else being equal, I prefer that the 
money spentin erecting the Court-Honse shonld 
be spent here at home; but, considering the bids 
and the comparative merits of the stone, I cer- 
tainly can think of no such thing. Right here in 
Grundy County, but a little farther away than 
Lemont, we find sandstone superior, perhaps, to 
any known, and we can have that for $426,000. 
My eyes were opened after the introduction of that 
resolution.

They said: Me demand of you 
that yon shall give us a mortgage on your stone- 
quarry or we won't consider your bid. The far- 
cical part of that is that the Committee had no au- 


thority to sa any such thing, and 
it was in irect. violation 0 the 
advertisement under which these proposals 


were sentin. The advertisement does not say a 
word about demanding s mortgage on a stone- 
quarry. It is the most ridiculous proposition I ever 
heard of, and I now ask them, and I ask you, Mr. 
Chairman, what good is a mo ge on a stone- 
quarry in Lemont’ Is that any guarantee that that 
contract will be performed or carried out? An ig- 
noramus would know better. This is a — 
tion to accept a mortgage on a stone-quarry at Le- 
mont to guarantee the faithful performance of a 
contract in the sum of $695,000. Whatis this 
stone-quarry worth? These men that own these 
stone-quarries must be millionaires. They say 
that stone-quarry is good security enough for this 
amountofmoney. Now, 
WHAT IS THIS QUARRY WORTH? 

The assessment-books for the Town of Lemont 
for this year show that Mr. Walker is assessed for 
20 acres, which is the stone-quarry, at the princely 
sum of $300 au acre. That would make the stone- 

uarry worth $6,000. Do you call that security 

or $695,000? It ie one of the most ridiculous 

propositions in the world to talk about that being 
good security; and yet the majority of this wise 
Committee say they will not take personal bonds of 
gentlemen who were present, and stated to be 
worth $3,000,000. They will not take personal 
bondsmen like John Wentworth and John 
McCaffery of Cicero. They prefer to take a mort-

Mr. Schmidt—It was not done for the value of the 
stone. This was the reason: If the man shouid die 
the — could not be overcharged, and could get 
the same kind of stone they had before the man's 
death, so that the stone throughout would be uni:

Mr. Burdick— The stone will remain there wheth- 
er Walker dies or not, and if it is not in that quarry 
it is in any other quarry. If Walker should die, 
the county would not have any claim on his stone- 
quarry any way. I hold in my hand 
A RECORD OF A MORTGAGE ON THAT QUARRY— 
and it seems there are two, or three, or four of 
these mortgages—for $20,000. How is the Board 
to get control of their quarry? 

Mr. McCaffrey—If the county don't get the first 
mortgage, Mr. McNeil don't get the contract. 

Mr. burdick—The Committee ignored personal 
security, and said: We must have a mortgage on 
a stone-quarry. 

Mr. McCaffrey—We will have to have personal 
security, but we willalso havea lien on the quar- 
ry, just as the Government of the United States 
has liens on the quarries which furnish stone for 
the Custom-House. We must have personal se- 
curity just the same, and we propose to make this 
man furnish it. 

Mr. Burdick—I must continue to criticise the ac-

It is well known, 


perhaps, to most of the mem 
be that an act was 


passed by the Legislature Feb. 
22, in reference to counties containing over 
100, 000 inhabitants issuing bonds for building a 
Couft- House and funding the debt. Under that act, 
on the llth of March, 1572, by a two- vote, 
the Board authorized the issuing of a million 
anda half of what were called fre bonds” for 
building pu Those bonds were sold from 
time to time as necessity demanded, and the erec- 
tion of public buildings has been proceeded with, 
and all is expended but about $100,000. There are 
works in progress wuich will absorb all the money 
to the credit of the building fund. The Board can- 
not proceed now ander that act, but must be gov- 
erned by the one passed March 41, 1874, which 
provides that the county cannot issue bonds except 
byavote of the le. As 1 understand it, we 
must proceed under that statute; and, if we act 
wisely, we will not enter into a contract binding 
the people and tax-payers of the county to doa 
certain thing when we do not know whether we can 
doitornot. It would be acting the part of wise 
men to first submit the proposition to the peopie, 
aud, if they say Tes, issue the then 
is the proper time to enter into 3 
contract to expend the money. Who 
knows whether we have any money,—whether we 
can control anv?

RAILROADS. 


FAST FREIGHT LINES. 

The movement to abolish all the fast freight 
lines or consolidate them into three lines, has 
taken a much more tangible shape since the fact 
was brought out in Tun Trisuns a short time 
ago. Several meetings of the various Eastern 
railroad managers have lately been held, and 
there remain but few obstacles in the way of the 
consummation of this much-desired reform. Of 
course the fast freight lines are kicking against 
this movement, and do all they can to avert 
their impending doom. All their efforts, how- 
ever, will be of but little avail, as the railroads 
in their present straits cannot afford to support 
these drones. If all the fast freight lines were 
organized like the Blue and Red Lines, thers 
could de but little objection to their 
existence. These lines are owned dy the rail- 
roads and get only 1 cent per ton per mile for 
their work. This amount just about covers the 
expenses, and the railroads themselves could 
hardly do the work for less. But there are a 
number of fast freight lines, of which the Mer- 
chants’ Dispatch is a sample, who get for their 
work from 10 to 15 per cent of the rates. Now s

SENATOR SHERMAN. 
DANGERS OF A RESTORATION OF THE DEMO- 
CRATIC PARTY TO POWER. 


Senator Sherman, in a recent address at 
Marietta, O., spoke as follows of the dangers 
of restoring the Democratic party to power: 


As a forctaste of what is meant by a Democratic 
restoration, we have now a Democratic House of 
Representatives, where sixty men who served in the 
rebel army or rebel Congress are making laws for 
you. They are arraigning Gen. Grant and other 
conspicuous leaders of the Union army.

REVIVAL OF REBEL CLAIMS. 

When the War closed, innumerable claims against 
the United States were made from the lately Rebel 
States, and Congress, ju the most.liberal spirit, 
made provision fur the r of all that, by the 
well-settied rules of civilized war, could be prop- 
erly made against the United States. The rs 
of the Departments, the Supreme Conrt, the 
Court of Claims, and the Southern Claims Com- 
mission, were authorized djust and pay differ- 
ent classes of claims, and Congress many 
acts for equitable relief; so that it may with safety 
be said that more than $100, 000, 000 was paid after 
the War was over to citizens of the South for losses 
caused by the Rebellion.

The 
loyal people must pay all the War taxes, submit 
to the loss inflicted by Rebel raiders, and then pay 
for all the forage taken by our troops when within 
the Rebel lines, all the rails burned, all the corn, 
sweet potatoes, and turkeys consumed. 

Who that reflects upon the supply of an army in 
an enemy s country during 3 four years’ war will 
not shrink from euch a claim,—a claim that could 
only be paid by an acknowledgment that the War 
on our part was unjust! 

MILLIONS FOR DAMAGES TO REBELS. 

But, fellow-citize to complete our liability, I 
have here another bill introduced by Mr. Riddle, 
of Tennessee, and now pending before the Ju- 
diciary Committee of the House, which, as it con-

Now, this bill directs the Secretary of War to 
allow and pay toall citizens of the United States, 
Revel as well ca loyal, a reasonable compensation 
for the use of their property by the United States 
army or any thereof during the late Civil War. 
Every camping-ground; every field of battle; 
every march or retreat; every tree cut down; every 
grain-field injured by any officer or soldier in our 
army —for each anc all of these are a part of the 
army—must be paid for at a reasonable rate. Sup- 

a Rebel Secretary of War, such“ as Tilden 
would naturally select, was armed with this au- 
thority, what countless claims would be fastened 
upon the Treasury! An intelligent writer has est- 
mated the amount covered by these two bills at 
$2, 410,000,000. Whether this be exaggerated or 
not. it is apparent that, ander such legis- 
lation, the Treasury would be utterly 
bankrupt. We know from the experience 
of the Southern Claims Commission 
the tendeney to swell such claims by perjary and 
fraud. The number of clalme decided was 9, 222. 
The amount claimed was $19, 265;437.51; the 
amount allowed was $3,057,894.09; the amount 
disallowed was $16,205,542, and we now have 

roof that some of the cases allowed were frauda- 
ent and grossly exaggerated. How will it be when 
ali the guards thrown about this tribunal and other 
officers and coarts authorized to pass apon claims 
shall be broken down and they ere filled by men in 
sympathy with the Rebellion? 

But you may say there is no danger of the ö 
age of these bills. I beg you not to be deceived. 
A Democratic Congress and President would, in all 
probability, pass many of them, and extend widely 
and dangerously the jurisdiction of all the Courts 
and all the ofticers who pass upon Southern claims. 
They would, in my judgment, refund the whole 
cotton tax. They would extend to Rebels the right 
to recover for provisions and Quartermasters’ stores 
now confined te loyal people. No one man can 
measure the maltitade and magnitade of such 
claims. 

FINANCIAL DANGERS OF RESTORATION. 

Remember, fellow-citizens, that the late Slave 
States have now 106 members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The Northern States have but 1 
members. Every member from the South would 
be compelled by the local demand of his cunstitu- 
ents to go to the atmost verge in reimbursing their 
loases from the Treasury of the United States, 
although ow brought these loeses upon themselves 
by their rebellion, as well as inflicted upon us the 
loss of 300, 000 lives and many thousands of miil- 
fons of dollars. It only uires forty-one Demo- 
cratic votes from the North by men whe will de 
bound by party ties, influenced by party caucuses, 
to saddle upon the North the very damages we were 
compelled to inflict upon open enemies 
who for four years waged an unrelentin 
war against the national Hife. I cou 
show yon many votes where the Democratic 
members and Senators almost in a body voted for 
the very principles involved in these bills, and in 
some cases where bills dangerous in principle were 
only saved from passage by the veto of sident 
Grant. I warn you, with all the sincerity of truth 
and honest conviction, against this palpable danger 
that will come by the restoration of the Democratic 
partyin power. The Republican party, and Pres- 
ident Grant especially, have guarded you thus far. 
We secured a constitutional amendment to protect 
you from the assumption by the United States of 
the debts incurred in aid of insurrection and re- 
bellion against the United States, and any claim 
for the loss or emancipation of any slave. But 
Congress alone, and, as I verily believe, the Re- 
publican party alone, can protect you from the un- 
told multitade and itude of claims for losses 
to persons und property in the Rebel States suffered 
by the Kebels themselves. 


SAM TILDEN, 
HOW HE FIXED A SUPREME COURT. 

The Brooklyn Argus (Dem.) explains how 
Sam Tilden, when Chairman of the New York 
State Democratic Central Committee, counted- 
in two Republican Supreme Judges who were 
defeated, and counted out the two who were 
elected. It shows whata “Reformer” he was 
then. The time was in May, 1870, before 
Tweed’s exposure, wheu the Democratic Re- 
formers were reaping a rich harvest of spoils 
and plunder.

saw that they would sometime require control 
of the Supreme Court of the State. Let the

Here is where the extreme shrewdness of Mr. 
Tilden’s organizations shines out with true regal 
splendor. They were as long-headed as is Juy 

ould when he plans to gobble up a railroad. The 
Democrats were in a majority in the State, and 
could have elected all Democratic Judges, But 
they wanted to look out for storms and changes, 
and make sure of some Judges from the other side. 
do they first agreed to an amendment tv the Cunst- 
tution, by which each party should vote for four 
Judges of the Court of Appeals, whose terms of 
office should be fourteen years.

The Finance Committee reported, recommend- 

Ing the acceptance of the proposition of Messrs. 

& Connell, contractors for the 

avenue conduit, and that the Mayor 

and City-Attorney, in connection with the Com- 

mittee, arrange with the contractors the time 

and manner of payment of the amount due 

them, the city to reserve the right to extend the 
time of suspension for the term of two years. 

A protest was read from Mr. Buckingham, 
No. 575 Fullerton avenue, against the discontin- 
uance of the work, urging that the interests of 
the whole city demanded its speedy completion. 

Ald. Waldo made a short speech in favor of 
the completion of the work. It would cost the 
city, from lawsuits, etc., $150,000 to stop the 
work; whereas it would only take $163,000 to 
complete the conduit.

Sweeney said that the general idea was 
that it would have been better to have opened 
a canal in the first instance. That was not done, 
however. He must say that Fitzsimons & 
Connell had goue through with their work 
nobly. The only thing to do now was to pro- 
ceed with the work, as every man of the North 
Side demanded it, and it was a necessity from a 
sanitar standpoint. 

Ald. Lengacher said it was well known that 
the contractors would be only too giad to throw 
up the jo ob and get paid for what they had done. 
It would cost as much to clean out the sewers 
and the North Brauch as to complete the 
conduit. 

Ald. White thought that the shoot taken by 
the Finance Committee was false economy. The 
of the con- 
tractors was for the protection of the city, and 
if the contractors were paid up in full what 
guarantee had the city that they would go on 
and finish the job? 

Ald. Lawler thought that the work ought to 
goon, yet there was no money to carry it on 
with.

ORDINANCES, ETC, 
SCAVENGER WORK. 

The ordinance on scavenging, referred to the 
Law Department for amendment, was next 
read by the Clerk. The principal alteration was 
the imposing of a license fee of $25 per annum 
on all scavengers. A vidlatiou of the ordinance 
was to be punished by a penalty of $50 and re- 
vocation of license.

THE CITY COLLECTOR. 

Ald. Rosenberg futroduced the following or- 
dinance : 

Section 1. There shall —4 — by the 
Mayor of the City of Chicago, * the approval of 
the City, Council, a City Collector. 

SEC. The said Collector sball execnte all 
apecial assessments and other warrants whicb by 
law and the ordinances of said city may be exe- 
cuted by such City Collector, and sball perform all 
duties which are now or may hereafter be im- 
posed upon or required of such officers by law or 
the ordinances of said city. 

Sec. 3. The City Collector shall each and every 
day pay over to the City Treasurer all moneys col- 
lected by said Collector from any source whatever, 
taking such Treasurer's receipt therefor, which 
receipt he shall immediately file with the City 
Comptroller, but the City Comptroller shell at the 
sume time, or on demand, give such City Collector 
a copy of any such receipt so filed. 

Sree. 4. The City Collector shall at least once on 
each week make a report in writing to the City 
Comptroller of ail moneys collected by him, and 
the account whereon collected. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the City Collector, 
under and subject to the supervision of the City 
Comptroller, to keep books and accounts, whicn 
shall show all recetpts and moneys received by 
such Collector, and other matters pertaining to his 
office, such books and accounts to be kept in a 
clear, rye and metbodical wanner. 

SEC. The City Collector shall hold his office 
until the second Tuesday in the month of May next 
succeeding his election, and until his succeasor 
shall be appointed and qualified. The salary of 
said Collector shall be a sum not exceeding $2, 500 
per annum. 

Sec. 7. This ordinance shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage. 

THE SPECIAL FUNDS. 

Ald. Gilbert offered the following: 

That the City Comptroller report to the next 
meeting of this Council the present condition of 
all special funds, the names of all special funds, 
the amounts that each should contain, how mach, 
if any, was the deficit of each of said funds on the 
ist day of May last passed, and the reasons why 
the said funds, or any of them, were used for other 
than the proscribed purposes.

The only charge at all 
specitic which the papers contain is that there isa 
Ri This charge cannot be proved or dis- 
prove by any of the means which the Council is 
at liberty to use 

If the charge is taken to mean that a conspiracy 
has been formed for an improper purpose, it is 
evident that the courts are the proses places for 
the investigation. If itis only intended to charge 
that intrigue has been used to effect certain objects, 
there might and probably would be disagreement in 
the Council and elsewhere upon the question 
whether those objects are worthy or unworthy. 

It is evident that any investigation based upon 
those papers would involve the character of the 
gentlemen referred to for competency, as well as 
honesty of purpose, and an inqairy nto the gen- 

eral management of the schools for years past. 
It would excite political, religions, and national 

rejudices, and involve the teachers and perhaps

THE COURT-HOUSE. 
WHAT THE CITY SHOULD Do. 
The rules were suspended to allow of the in- 
troduction of the following report relating to 
the new Court-House: 


Your Committee on Public Buildings, to whom 
was referred resolutions in regard to a City-Hall, 
with instructions to arrange and recommend a plan 
conformable to a contract now existing between 
the city and county, having had the same under 
advisement, respectfully report: 

That they have had a conference with the County 
Commissioners, and find that they are progressin 
with their half of the building in accordance wit 
a design prepared by James Egan, architect. 
The Commissioners insist thata Joint Committee 
of the city and county adopted the — and that 
it was approved by the Board of Public Works, and 
also by the Mayor of the city, and therefore pre- 
sumed that they hada proper right proceed with 
their half of the building. 

We have examined the plan, and recommend the 
adoption by the city of the general exterior designs 
with the exception of the dome. Thisis located in 
the centre of the block, dividing the court between 
the city and county buildings into two equal parts. 
The dome has an extraordinary altitude, being 366 
feet high, with walls 19 feet thick. It is the opin- 
ion of your Committee that it would cost three- 
fourths of a million of dollars. and would add noth- 
ing to the beauty or usefulness of the general 
design. We have also examined the plans sketched 


The re- 


by Mr. Egan for the interior arrangement 
of the City-Hell, prepared at the re- 
uest of the City Council. We recommend 
that these lans be placed in charge 


— the Board of Public Works, and that they in- 
vite the heads of the several departments that will 
require rooms in the building to examine and 
criticise the plans, and that they keep a record of 
the suggestions made by the several chief of de- 
artments, so that the plans may be made as per- 
fect as possible to meet their several requirements. 

Your Committee would also report that they in- 

* of the County Commisioners, in view of 

e financial embarrasement of the city, whether 
it would be their pleasure, and practicable for the 
county to furnish the money to build the 
entire building, u its completion lease 
the west hal to the city for City- 
Hall purposes, the rent te be fixed at 
7 per cent on the full cost of said west half of the 
building, meluding interest on money invested 
during the progress of the work, the city to have 
the right to purchase the City-Hall portion of the 
building at any time by pay!ng to the county the 
cost of the building paid for by them. The County 
Commissioners unanimously consented to such 
arrangement if found legally practicable, and await 
only a request from the city to make such a con- 
tract with them. We recommend the passage of 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Mayor appoint a committee 
of three persons, including the Corporation Coun- 
sel, to confer with the County Board of Commis- 
sioners, with ingtructions proposing that the 
County Board provide the funas necessary to build 
the west half of the County Building arranged for 
the purposes of a City- Hall, said Committee in con- 
ference with said Board to frame a contract be- 
tween the parties to build jointly a public building 
on Block 39, Old Town of Chicago. Conditioned: 

Firsi—The county to provide all the money 
necessary to complete the building, 

Second—The city to lease the west half of the 
building, with a stipulation to pay the entire cost 
of same within ten years, the rent to be fixed at 7 
per cent on the cost. 

Third—The city to receive and accept proposals 
for the west half of said building, the county to 
exercise such authority in the examination of the 
proposals as may be deemed equitable between the 
city and county. The city, agreei to buy the 
building at its cost, should control al proposals of 
expenditure. The city and county to agree upon 
the kind and quality of the materials to be used in 
the construction of the building, the Committee to 
report at the next regular meeting of the City 
Council. 

The report laid over under the rules. 

On motion, the Council then adjourned to 
Thursday evening.

This-hope has, alas, been 
sadly blasted by the patriotic savages of that 
tribe who were liberally supplied with arms, 
ammunition, rations, and clothing, that they 
might assist in the great work of punishing 
the treacherous Sioux for the many sins of 
commission with which they are credited. 
The Indians took the outfit, indulged in 
much drinking and dancing, devoured their 
provisions, and had a general picnic for sev- 
eral days, when they concluded that the Great 
Father still had a good stock of the articles 
which had been furnished them, and having 
no written contract with the pale-faces, and 
being besides well stocked with that com- 
modity which constitutes the better part of 
valor, they quietly slipped away into the 
boundless waste, being careful to leave none 
of their traps behind them.

A correspondent, writing from Independ- 
ence, Ia., asks whether the Resumption act 
of 1875 repeals the law which makes green- 
backs a legal-tender. And whether the 
holder of a note falling due after Jan. 1, 
1879, can enforce payment in gold. The 
Resumption iaw does not repeal the Legal- 
Tender laws, nor otherwise change the char- 
acter of the greenback. All it does is to de- 
clare that on and after Jan. 1, 1879, the 
United States will pay coin im exchange for 
the greenback on demand. Supposing it 
possible that this declaration could be car- 
ried out, the greenback after that date will 
be a legal-tender, but worth 100 cents in coin, 
instead of 89}, as now. But Congress has 
never snacted the additional legislation which 
is essential to enable the Treasury to ex- 
change coin for the grceenbacks, and hence 
the declaration is a barren one. 


The Court-H« se tone imbroglio grows 
spicy andinteresi... A powerful and stubborn 
minority opposes the Watxer-McNe Cook 
County’ Limestone Ring in the Board of 
Commissioners, and was yesterday successful 
in postponing fina] action on the contract 
question. It is not, however, by any means 
certain ‘that this opposing force will not 
prove to be in the majority when the full 
Board is assembled. Commissioner Tabor, 
who was absent yesterday,.is claimed by the 
Ring as one of their number—an im- 
putation which his constituents and friends 
confidently assert to be false. There are 
several considerations which should con- 
strain the honest members of the Board to 
make haste slowly in the selection of stone 
and the award of the contract. The Com- 
mon Council, through Ald. Van Ospzt, 
Chairman of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings, and Ald. Surg, a member of that 
Committee, yesterday put in a demand for a 
hearing before the matter is decided; and 
the question of the authority of the County 
Board to issue bonds for the construction of 
a Court-House, without first being submitted 
to a vote of the people in the manner pre- 
scribed by law, is one which should receive 
careful attention. In view of these im- 
portant collateral issues, the Board will gain 
nothing by rushing the  stone-contract 
through in a hurry.

TILDEN AS A RAILROAD-WRECKER. 

The story of TitpEn’s connection with the 
St. Louis, Alton & Terre Haute Railroad is 
complete. Now that his answer to the suit 
brought against him has been filed, we have 
both sides of the case. The owners of the 
road are fairly represented in a report re- 
cently made by a Committee of Investigation 
appointed by the stockholders, who have 
ascertained the facts as wellas they could 
while Tom withheld from them the old 
books and accounts showing in detail the 
work of reorganization of which he was the 
legal adviser and one of the Trustees. This 
investigation, begun June 3, 1875, was the 
basis of the lawsuit instituted against T. DEN 
and his associates after they refused either 
to give up the trust funds which they had 
misappropriated to their own use or to sub- 
mit the case to arbitration; and it is this 
lawsuit which has recently called forth Mr. 
TILDEN’s answer. 

It became necessary—in 1862, we believe 
—to place the St. Lonis, Alton & Terre 
Haute Railroad on anew basis: The process 
consisted, we presume, of wiping out some 
of the stock and other indebtedness alto- 
gether, and offering new bonds and stock on 
a different scale for the bonds outstanding. 
Mr. Tinpzn was an expert in this business. 
Indeed, he was a professional reorganizer of 
railroads. The matter was trusted into his 
hands, and he associated four other gentle- 
men with him. That it vas a trust as evi- 
dent not only from the nature of the trans- 
action but because one of TIIDEx's associates 
Mr. Joun G. Ricnarpson—resigned and 
transferred his duties to the others, and in 
doing so signed himself as trustee. Mr. 
Tro and the remaining three (CHarizs 
Butier, Russet, Sax, and RonxnT Bayarp) 
also received $36,500 in fees for their ser- 
vices, which were purely nominal 
and covered a space of not more 
than six months, —which further shows 
that they regarded themselves as agents, at- 
torneys, or trustees, and took pay —good, 
sound pay, too—for their services in that 
capacity. They were, in fact, a purchasing 
committee, their duty being to buy in the 
road at a Marshal’s sale and then reconvey it 
to the new corporation on a new basis, dis- 
tributing the new bonds to the old bondhold- 
ers prorata. They themselves invested not 
@ penny, assumed no obligations, and did 
no work requiring either great ability or 
time. For the convenient distribution of the 
new bonds, and in order to govern the exact 
proportion to be allotted to each of the 
creditors, a larger amount of bonds were 
printed and numbered than were required. 


After distributing the first-mortgage bonds. 


and satisfying all the creditors whose 
claims to this class of security 
were valid, there remained $131,000 
of these bonds undisposed of. This 
amount of bonds was held in trust and as a 
surplus till 1870, when Rosert Bayanzp, act- 
ing under the advice of Mr. Torx, as he 
hiinself says, divided them equally between 
himself and his three associates (of whom 
TILDEN was one), and also divided among the 
same parties the interest that had accrued on 


them since July, 1862; since that time Tu- 


pEN and the others have held these bonds as 
their own personal property, and drawn the 
interest thereon with the same regularity as 
bona fide bondholders. There are also some 
of the second-mortgage bonds, and some pre- 
ferred and common stock, not satisfactorily 
accounted for; but, as Mr. Tn refused 
to give up the books, it was not possible to 
trace them. The appropriation of the 
$131,000 in first-mortgage bonds is known 
definitely from Mr. Bayanrp’s admission of 
the facts. 

Now as to Mr. Tr1pen’s answer to this 
state of facts. He does not deny, but claims 
that he and his assgciates did not act as 
trustees, but bought for themselves and 
sold what they bought. “The difference,” 
he says, between what we gave and what 
we sold for is $284,000." Then, if this was a 
speculation on the part of Mr. Tux, in 
which he and his partners realized nearly a 
quarter of million of dollars in six months 
without investing a penny, what right had 
he to charge the stockholders $36,500 for his 
services as trustee or attorney? While re- 
celving pay as trustee, what right had he to 
** gobble” 8131. 000 first-mortgage bonds, 
which, being a surplus over all just claims, 
should have been canceled for the benefit of 
the other bondholders and stockholders? 
Either Mr. Tux betrayed a trust and 
swindled the road out of $131,000 
while acting as its attorney, or, hav- 


ing gone into a speculation on his | 


own account, out of which he made 
a large amount of money, he forced the 
creditors to pay him $36,500 under the false 
pretense that he was acting for them. In 
the one case it was a betrayal of trust and in 
the other obtaining money under false pro- 
tenses. This is precisely where his answer 
leaves him. Tun seems to understand 
this, too, for he virtually pleads the statute 
of limitations when he says: Why, we 
have been collecting the interest-coupons for 
thirteen years. You have waited too long. 
Yeu have acquiesced in the appropriation.” 
This will not do, Mr. Tmpzn, for you only 
distributed the bonds five years ago, and 
then collected in bulk the interest for eight 
years previous ; and you concealed the whole 
transaction as long as possible. Besides, the 
plea of the statute of limitations is little else 
than a confession of guilt. 

If the Republicans had been unfortunate 
enough to nominate a man for President who 
proved to have been implicated in any such 
transaction as this, he would have been 
promptly forced off the ticket. Mr. Bam, 
a more brilliant and useful statesman than 
Tfipen, failed to get the Republican nomi- 
nation because he was simply suspected of 
having dabbled in railroad stock speculations. 
But in Mr. Trupen’s case the St. Louis, 
Alton & Terre Haute transaction leaves him 
before the people, by his own admission, as 
either having betrayed a trust to the amount 
of $131,000 at least, and perhaps more, or 
having obtained $36,500 under false pre- 
tenses. And the Alton & Terre Haute trans- 
action is only one of a series of railroad re- 
organizations in which Mr. Tux acted a 
similar part. But Mr. Tron will not be 
put off the Democratic ticket, nevertheless, 
for there is nobody else who has a bar! of 
money and is willing to spend it.

SOUTH CAROLINA DEMOCRACY. 

The Kebel Democracy of South Carolina 
are evidently ef the impression that they are 
within sight of the promised Jand, and that 
they are going to have a good time with Tu- 
DEN, or they ngver would have nominated 
that irreconcilable Rebel, Wapz Hameron, 
for Governor. Heretofore they have pro- 
fessed to be satisfied with Gov. Cuamper- 
LAIN, since he has purified the politics of the 
State and taken a fair and manly position 
between races and parties, and have inti- 
mated they would support him. Now, how- 
ever, that they fancy there is a prospect of 
success with Tow and Henpricks, they 
desert CHAMBERLAIN and bring Wape Hamp- 
rox to the front upon a weak, worthless, and 
hypocritical platform. The career of Wave 
Hampton is well known to the people of this 
country. Leaving out of view his military 
record, he is the man who, on his return 
from the Tammany Convention that nomi- 
nated Szymovr and Buarr, said in a speech: 

I yield (o none in devotion to that ** ost Cause 
Jor which we fought. Never shall I admit that the 
cause tiself failed, and that the principles which 
gave it life were therefore wrong. Never shall Z 
brand the men who upheld it s0 nobly as rebels 
or trailors. Is there one true man in 
the South who would not prefer to meet defeat on 
the Democratic platform rather than to secure 
success by placing himself on the platform of the 
Radicals? 

Speaking of the Democratic-sesolutions, 
Gen. Hampton, who was a niember of the 
Platform Committee, said: I said I would 
take the resolutions if they would allow me 
to add but three words, which you will find 
embodied in the platform. I added this: 
‘And we declare that the Reconstruction acts 
are revolutionary, unconstitutional, and void.’” 
With regard to the negro vote he said: 
** Agree among yourselves, and act firmly on 
this agreement, that you will not employ any 
one who votes the Radical ticket. Use all the 
means that are placed in your hands to control 
this element.” And in conclusion : 

Whether kind fortune permits me to spend the 
rest of my days in this fair land I have loved so well, 
or adverse fortune forces me to wage the battle of 
life under other skies—wherever I may be, should 
this dear old mother of ours call her sons together 
to defend her altars, if life and volition are left to 
me, none will respond more cheerfully or promptly 
than myself. 

On the 2ist of October, 1868, he published 
a letter defining his position, containing the 
following passage: 

The main issues involved inthe War were seces- 
sion and slavery—the first the primary one, the lat- 
ter bronght in ata later period. In regard to these 
I adopt fully and without reservation the principles 
announced by the late National Democratic Con- 
vention in New York. We regard the Re- 
construction acts as unconstitutional, but we look 
for their overthrow. 

After reading such utterances as these, can 
any sane man doubt that the Rebel 
Democracy of South Carolina propose to 
sweep that State as Mississippi and Alabama 
were swept? Can any sane man doubt what 
their intentions are if Tum and Hen- 
DRICKS are elected ? 


RENDRICKS’ MULES. 

The Cincinnati Gazette has been to the 
trouble of hunting up the documentary evi- 
dence in the matter of the Hatt-Henperson 
mule-claim, and is repaid for its efforts by 
the discovery that HN DR CRS defense of 
this fraudulent claim is in flat contradiction 
of the records. The substance of this evi- 
dence may be stated briefly: E. A. Surrn, 
of Ohio, on the 4th of April, 1863, contracted 
to deliver to the Government 800 mules at 
$87 per head on or before the 24th of April, 
but after delivering ninety dropped the con- 
tract, the Government being compelled to 
complete the contract in opea market ata 
cost of $27,900 above what it would have 
paid Sutra had he fultilled his contract. 
The contract stipulated that in case of fail- 
ure the Quartermaster was to supply the de- 
ficiency in open market at the contracto 
expense, but, in the face of this stipula 
tion, Sutra filed a claim for $7,830, the 
contract-price of the ninety mules, which, 
of course, was disallowed. Pending this ap- 
plication, Smita and a fellow-contractor, 
CHARLES W. Haru. of Indianapolis, were 
sentenced to the Penitentiary for gross 
frauds, and this mule-claim was assigned to 
HALL. who in turn assigned it to Tuomas 
Henperson, of Indianapolis, a cousin of Mr. 
Henpuicss. The latter undertook to collect 
it. On the 12th of March, 1867, he called at 
the office of the Quartermaster-General and 
wrote a long application for the settlement 
of the claim, which he signed Wia 
Hexperson.” It is a peculiarity of this case 
that. although the collection extended 
through four years and was several times 
before the Departments and Congress, all 
the documents are in Hexpricxs’ handvwrit- 
ing, with the signature of HxxDERSOx also in 
bis writing. Three days after the applica 
tion, Henpricks was informed by the Quar- 
fermuaster-General that the claim could not 
be allowed. Other papers about this date in 
the Quartermaster-General's and Third Audi- 
tor’s offices show that he had been at work 
upon the case during February and March, 
prior to his receipt of the letter disallowing 
the claim. 

HExpRIcEs next went to Secretary Srax- 
Ton, and in a letter dated April 3. 1867, com- 
plained of the Quartermaster-General's de- 
cision, and in behal? of my constituent” (!) 
requests that the claim may be sent to the 
Board of Claims. The Board made a full 


examination of the case but failed to recom- 
mend the payment. Baffled in these two 
quarters, he next undertook to manipulate 
the claim through Congress, and on the 22 

of January, 1869, wrote a petition signed by 
Henperson, which was introduced by Sen- 
ator Van WXIX, for the payment of the 
claim. The Senate Committee of Claims, 
however, failed to allow it, and his term of 
service having in the meanwhile expired, 
Henpricss made application at the War De- 
partment Dec. 6, 1870, to have the claim re- 
considered. The request was granted, and 
Henpricss, Horn and Henpricxs then en- 
tered the case as attorneys, the ex- 
Senator being the chief fugleman. 
His persistency was at last rewarded. The 
Bureau of Military Justice in 1871 made a 
favorable decision, upon which the Second 
Comptroller of the Treasury allowed pay- 
ment, the Auditor protesting against it. The 
final settlement paper was indorsed as fol- 
lows: This settlement was made by the 
Second Comptroller alone, the Auditor hav- 
ing decided adversely.” ‘There are two 
points established by these records, —first, 
that Mr. Henpricss, while a United States 
Senator, was for two years the actual attor- 
ney of Henperson in collecting this claim 
against the Government; and. second, that 
it was a claim in which the Government had 
suffered a loss four times greater than the 
amount of the claim preferred. The (Gazette 
adds to the history of the claim the follow- 
ing instance of Hznppicks’ operations as a 
pardon attorney : 

There is another departmentof this bnsiness in 
which Mr. Henpricks figures to little advantage. 
In fact it was his first step in it. Some time after 
HalLL's conviction of the gross frauds named, 
HxNpricks interposed to secure his pardon, and 
succeeded in having his sentence set aside on the 
technical ground that HALL was only a silent part- 
ner of Sutru's, and s0 was not a contractor within 
the meaning of the law which authorized the trial 
of defrauding contractors by a military court. 
While there was doubt of the justice of the convic- 
tion, Judge Hott held it to be better that one 
guiity man should escape than to have it even scem 
that punishment had becn secured by a forced 
construction of the law. On this ground the re- 
mission of HALL’s sentence was ordered, and 
formal notice of the result sent to his attorney, 


Senator HenpRIcks, as appears from the indorse- 


ment upon the papers at the War Department, 
Next in regular order, and some time afterward, 
came the assignment of Hari’s mule claims to 
HENDERSON, and the attempts of Mr. IIENontcxs 
to collect it. 

Several Democratic candidates in Indiana 
have been withdrawn from the State ticket 
for cause. There are others against whom 
suspicions are resting so strong that it is 
probable they will have to be withdrawn 
also. Is it not time that this Indiana candi- 
date on the National Democratic ticket 
should also make way for some one who has 
not such a fraudulent burden to carry? Most 
certainly if Mr. WurkLxR were in the posi- 
tion of Mr. Henpricks, and had a fraudu- 
lent claim resting upon his record, he would 
be promptly and summarily withdrawn. 
The least that Henpricxs can do is to cover 
back the money into the Treasury which he 
took from it unlawfully and unjustly as the 
attorney of my constituent,” Hznpzrson, 
his cousin. 

THE USE OF MONEY IN INDIANA. 

It is a matter of notoriety that the Indiana 
Democrats are strong believers in the spoils 
system of politics and all that it implies. It 
carries with it the theory of spending money 
in order to get the offices, of buying votes in 
order to lay hands on the plunder, and of re- 
sorting to the most disreputable practices of 
political campaigning. The exposnres of the 
Woorry letter show that large amounts of 
money were used in the State in 1868, and 
employed in part to import some 10,000 
voters from Kentucky. In 1872 money was 
freely used to elect Mr. Henpricxs'iin Octo- 
ber, but thereafter the prospect of carrying 
the State in November for GrrrLiey was so 
bad that no more funds could be procured 
for that purpose. This year the Indi- 
ana Democrats are making a very rich 
haul. They are in a position to dic- 
tate terms, and they have a Presidential 
candidate who is advertised as ready to 
spend $1,500,000 .to secure his election. 
Pennsylvania having dropped out of the Oc- 
tober elections, and the effortof carrying 
Ohio against Hayxs being hopeless from the 
outset, Indiana has become the most im- 
portant battle-field for the Democrats. To 
lose that State in October, with Henpricxs, 
the Governor of the State, as a candidate for 
Vice-President, and with the State and local 
offices in possession of the party, is recog- 
nized as a contingency from which the Tu- 
DEN party could not recover. The Indiana 
Democrats understand their advantage and 
are making the most of it. They have al- 
ready had a good deal of money, and are cry- 
ing for more. They are determined that, as 
Mr. TiupEen is ready to bleed, he must be 
bled mainly for their benefit. All accounts 
agree that the Democratic politicians in In- 
diana are making the canvass a rich and 
golden harvest for themselves. 

It is on this state of facts that a corre- 
spondent of the New York Tunes bases an 
appeal to the Republicans, and especially to 
the National and Congressional Committees 
and the moneyed men of the East, to come 
to the rescue, and to meet money with 
money. We are forced to condemn the 
morality of this advice, and also to question 
its feasibility. It is is useless to deny that a 
good deal of money was sent to Indiana in 
behalf of the Republicans in the campaigns 
of 1868 and 1872. We think it was used le- 
gitimately enough, but lavishly and foolishly. 
While the Democrats have purchased votes 
and imported voters from Kentucky with 
their funds, the Republican funds have gen- 
erally been used for getting up excursions, 
paying the expenses of meetings, and stump- 
ing the State. On both sides, however. 
there is little doubt that a good deal of 
money stuck to the fingers of the politicians 
and hangers-on to whom it was given for le- 
gitimate campaign uses. This has undoubt- 
edly created a certain expectancy and greed 
among the bummers, and the lavish use of 
money on the Democratic side furnishes the 
Republican politicians with the opportunity 
to demand equal lavishness from the mon- 
eyed men of the Republican party. We think 
this class of politicians are doomed to disap- 
pointment this year. The money will not be 
forthcoming as freely as heretofore. The 
times are too hard, for one thing ; for anoth- 
er, the elements of the Republican party 
most anxious for the election of Hayes and 
WaxxLza do not believe in making money 
the chief agent in campaigning. The New- 
Yorkers need what money they can com- 
mand to bear the expenses of the campaign 
in theirown State. The Republican candidate 
for President, unlike the Democratie candi- 
date, has not been a railroad-wrecker, and 
has no vast amount of money to contribute ; 
nor would he contribute it if he had, since 
he is not a believer in that kind of politics, 

The Republican politicians in Indiana may 
as well understand from the first that they 
will not receive the same amount of asszist- 
ance from outside in the way of money con- 
tributions as in former campaigns, and they 
need not wait for it. They will probably be 
plentifully supplied with speakers and cam- 


paign documents; they are already well 
organized in all the counties of the State; 
their communities are compact, and there 
is abundant railroad communication; their 
candidate for Governor is 3 popular 


so far have been strong; they have a 
United States Senator in view, and 
all the interests that can be involved ina 
general State and national election. Under 
these circumstances it is their duty to help 
themselves. Rither than demanding money 
from the Republicans throughout the coun- 
try, they should bestir themselves to see that 
the Til bun funds are not corruptly used, 
that the Democrats do not corrupt the ballot- 
boxes, and that voters be not imported from 
Kentucky. Vigilance and the importance of 
the issue should be the guiding impulses of 
the Republican campaign in Irdiana. Prop- 
erly applied, these agencies will accomplish 
more than TDS bars of money.” . 


BUTLER REDIVIVUS. 

Ben Buruxzr is once more on the stump, 
urging the claims of Gen. BNN F. Bur- 
LER as a candidate for Congress from the 
Seventh District of Massachusetts, driven 
thereto by a petition from the Mayor and 
2, 145 others of Lowell, his old home. that 
he should undertake the cauvass. He has 
written a letter to the Mayor and the 2,145 
others, informing them that he will not de- 
cline the honor to which he would scarcely 
have dared to aspire.” ‘The more than 
maidenly coyness and shy timidity of the 
words we have quoted characterize the whole 
letter. It shows that during bis absence 
from Congress he has been chastened in 
spirit, and that his furious nature has been 
subdued somewhat. He is apparently a 
better man and has hada change of heart. 
Like all converts, he manifests a dispo- 
sition to keep on the back seat 
and restrain the natural man. He is 
no longer fierce and belligerent, but roars 
as gently as a sucking dove. His nose is not 
carried at its usual elevation. His sinister 
eye beams a gentle light instead of flashing 
fractious and furious fire. His platform, as 
declared in his letter, is somewhat conglom- 
erate and heterogoncous, but it will do. He 
hopes to beof service to hisdistrict in revising 
the tariff laws so that they shall not be bur- 
densome, Again. For one I shall not be 
content until the laws of the United States 
are so framed and executed that the hum- 
blest citizen can effectually appeal to his 
Government for redress and protection from 
wrongs done him whenever his State, or the 
community in which he is found, refuses or 
neglects to give him such redress or pro- 
tection.” Upon the currency question he is 
not so strong for shinplasters as he was. He 
allows the public to overrule him, and ex- 
presses himself, ready to aceept a currency 
with coin behind it,—a currency based upon 
something convertible and substantial. He 
is a little afraid resumption may be 
ruinous, but he is willing to try it. 
In point of fact, he is willing all 
the way through his letter. He has been 
brought to a realizing sense of the necessity 
that thé public will must be consulted. If 
we may believe the mild-mannered and sooth- 
ing words of his letter, he will not go to 
Congress to represent Burtxn, but to repre- 
sent his constituents. Accepting his decla- 
rations as sincere, we hope he will be elected. 
So long as he does not mount the high horse 
and caracole through the House with a free 
lance, recklessly smiting friend and foe, he 
is a man of power and ability, capable of do- 
ing important work. We trust, however, that 
when elected, as he probably will be, upon 
the strength of such sweet and gentle prom- 
ises, he will not backslide and become a Ma- 
lay, but that he will continue in his present 
chastened and chernbic disposition, and de- 
vote himself to the real work of legiglation, 
instead of the gladiatorial shows of the arena. 


SILVER AND THE GREENBACKS,. 

Congress at the late session passed a joint 
resolution providing for a Commission of 
three Senators, three Representatives, and 
three experts to be selected by them, who 
are to inquire and take evidence— 

First—into the change which has taken place in 
the relative value of gold and silver; the causes 
thereof, whether permanent or otherwise; the ef- 
fects thereof upon trade, commerce, finance, and 
productive interests of the country, and upon the 
standard value in this and foreign @puntries. 

Second—Into the policy of the restoration of the 
double standard in this country; and, if restored, 
what the legal relation between the two coins, sil- 
ver and gold, should be. 

Third Into the policy of continuing legal-tender 
notes concurrently with the metallic standards, and 
the effects thereof upon the labor, industries, and 
wealth of the country; and, 

Fourth—\nto the best means for providing for 
facilitating the resumption of specie payments. 

And said Commission is authorized to employ a 
stenographer, and shall report on or before the 
15th day of January, 1877, with the evidence taken 
by them, and such recommendations for legislation 
as they may deep proper. 

The Congressional part of this Commis- 
sion is composed of Senators Jones, Bovr. 
WELL, and Boar, and Representatives Gm- 
son, of Louisiana, Buanp, of Missouri, and 
WIILAnp, of Michigan. The experts have 
not yet been selected. At least four of this 
Commission stand committed to the restora. 
tion of silver currency as a legal-tender, and 
Mr. Grsson is in favor of a restoration of the 
old dollar as a legal-tender to a limited 
amount. Mr. Bovr wil, perhaps, stands 
alone in favor of maintaining the exclusive 
gold standard. The Commission, however, 
will, if they apply themselves to the busi- 
ness, be able to furnish Congress and the 
country with valuable information on the 
subject, of which information the average 
Congressman stands sadly in need. While 
we think Congress might well have remon- 
etized the silver dollar at the late session, 
nevertheless, at the next session, when the 
fears of candidates will no longer exist, 
members will be prepared to act intelli- 
gently, and to act with direct reference to 
the merits of the questions involved. 

In the meantime, the silver question is un- 
dergoing in one sense a decided change. 
Silver, which a few wecks ago was quoted in 
London at 47 pence per ounce, rose on the 
15th of August to 53$ pence. At this price 
the silver dollar of 4129 grains, coin standard, 
was worth about 90 cents in gold. The small 
silver coins being of less weight were worth 
some 84 cents on the dollar. The demand 
for silver has set in. The banks of Portugal 
have been allowed to suspend specie pay- 
ments, because of the silver famine prevail- 
ing there, - the suspension being to give them 
time to procure silver. The German demon- 
etization of silver has been arrested—post- 
poned for a time. There is a pause and a 
partial recovery from the panic in silver. 
Just here there is a new danger which 
threatens American silver coinage. Our sub- 
sidiary coinage—all that under a dollar— 
has never been since 1853 worth within 6 or 
7 cents as much as the dollar. That isto 
say, the two silver half dollars have not been 
worth over 95 or 96 cents in gold, while the 
silver dollar has been worth 102 to 103 
in gold. As silver advances, it is met 
directly by the greenback. Two silver 


half dollars are worth now 83 to 84 cents, 
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gold. It requires but a slight additional ad- 
vance in silver to bring this subsidiary coin 
to par in greenbacks. What then? As soon 
after the issue of greenbacks as they declined 
below the value of silver the silver coin dis- 

and was lost to sight from 1862 to 
1875. The Government has provided for 
the coinage of fifty millions of silver coins. 
It will take two years or more to have this 
amount minted. If, however, the silver 
shall become worth more than the legal- 
tender paper dollar, the silver coin will dis- 
appear from sight and be sold as bullion. 
To maintain our silver coinage in circula- 
tion we must (1) get rid of the greenbacks as 
we have of the fractional currency, or (2) the 
greenbacks must advance in value to at 
least 95 cents in gold. So long as we have 
the greenbacks, and they are of less value 
than even the. debased silver coin, so long 
will the mints coin in vain, and so long will 
the silver be bought and sold as bullion. 
A year ago the people had some silver 
put in circulation; to thousands who 
had been born or who had grown up 
since the coin had been in general 
circulation it was a novelty. But it was 
welcomed by all. There was an universal 
acquiesence in the withdrawal of the frac- 
tional currency, and a very general willing- 
‘ness expressed for the substitution of silver 
for the greenbacks and for notes of 
small denominations. It was, however, with 
great difficulty that Congress could be in- 
duced before the election to consent even to 
the coinage of silver except in actual ex- 
change for the fractional currency. 

The main issue involved in the question of 
the substitution of silver for greenbacks is 
that presented by one school of politicians, 
Shall we have a permanent paper money 
issued by the Government? ‘There can be 
but one outcome of such a policy, and that 
is a permanent paper currency, irredeema- 
ble, and of course at a discount. We know 
th&t there are those who claim that a paper 
money can be kept at par in the absence of 
any redemption, but this is negatived by the 
history of all nations atall times. The oc- 
casion for the greenbacks has largely passed 
away, and if Congress could be induced to 
pass the Buanp bill, which allowed any per- 
son to deposit gold or silver bullion with the 
United States and receive therefor notes of 
the United States redeemable from the gold 
or silver thus deposited,—these notes being 
a legal-tender receivable for all Govern- 
ment dues,—there would be no occasion for 
greenbacks for commercial purposes. The 
country would have a silver coinage in gen- 
eral use for all purposes, and these mint 
notes representing bullion or coin in sums 
of $100 and upwards would answer for all 
large transactions. The dual standard of 
gold and silver being restored, we would 
have the silver or gold coin as a ci i 
medium, according to the relative values of 
the two metals. How are these greenbacks 
to be disposed of, to enable areturn to a 
silver currency, or to enable the country to 
retain in circulation the silver currency 
already ordered to be coined? The original 
desiga and the contract was that they should 
be taken up with bonds. The Government 
is now offered a loan at 4} percent with 
which to take up outstanding 6 per cents. 
A 3 or 34 per cent bond offered in exchange 
for greenbacks would readily find takers 
just as fast asthe uses for the legal-tenders 
would expire. These bonds, in order to pro- 
tect the debtor class, might be made legal- 
tender in payment of any contract which 
would be payable in the legal-tender notes. 

The other alternative is the possibility of 
advancing the greenback to a par with the 
subsidiary coin. This must be done or the 
greenbacks got rid of, or the silver will never 
get into circulation. At present the silver is 
selling at 534 pence in gold. This leaves 
our subsidiary coin about 83 or 84 cents. 
When silver advances to 56 pence, the 
subsidiary silver coin will be worth as much 
in gold as the greenback. When, however, 
the silver shall exceed the paper in value, it 
will disappear, and the country will be left 
without silver and without small change of 
any kind It is, therefore, a grave question, 
at any moment likely to be forced upon us, 
how we are to retain possession of the silver 
coinage without taking some steps to relieve 
the country of the depreciated paper, which 
of necessity must remain depreciated and 
prevent the circulation of any metallic 
money. 
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TILDEN’S WAR RECORD. 

The heaviest burden which the Demo- 
cratic party is now carrying is the record of 
TILDEN as an advocate of the right of seces- 
sion.

In addition to this explicit declaration that 
secession cannot be met and resisted by war, 
and that a dissolution of the Union by a vote 
of a State cannot be resisted by the nation, 
Mr. SHettasarcer brought forward other 
corroborating testimony, showing that his 
actions were in consonance with his utter- 
ances.

CURIOUS DOWER-CASE.

Plaintiff's name was formerly E. K. Lord. On 


the 24th of May, 1857, she married Horatio 
Musgrave, in Hardin County, Ohio. She, with 
her husband, soon after went to Indiana, where 
they resided until May, 1858, when they re- 
turned to Hardin County, Ohio, though they 
lived separate and apart. 
after, Musgrave lived with a woman as his wife, 
and it was reported that they were married. 


For several years 


These facts were known to the plaintiff 
in this action. In March, 1867, or 
ten years after her marriage with 
Musgrave, the plaintiff married I. D. Blanchard, 


under the name of E. K. Lord, and lived with 
him until he died, Aug. 14, 1872. 
spected by all who knew her, and affectionately 
treated by Blanchard as a wife. 
Musgrave died. The plaintiff by this action pe- 
titions for a dower-interest in the estate of 
Blanchard, in that she was not the lawful wife 
of Musgrave at the time of her marriage with 
Blanchard, and, therefore, incompetent to enter 
into such marriage-contract.

THE DISASTER. 
To the Editor ef The Tribune. 

@nrcaco, Aug. 21.—In relation to the sad 
disaster to the new yacht Sylvia, off Racine, 
Saturday night last, your paper pronounces the 
following verdict, to which I enter my hearty 
protest“: 

No especial blame seems to attach to any one, 
unless all hands were to blame for putting their 
lives in the keeping of acraft so poorly dtted te 
withstand rough weather. 

Now, I think I may say that especial blame at 
taches to the manager of that yacht, and to his 
door may be laid the sad deaths of his com- 


panions. 

Some weeks ago, on the occasion of the de- 
plorable fatality caused by the capsizing of the 
Mohawk in New York Bay, I felt constrained to 
repudiate the seamanship of her Captain, and 1 
urged upon my readers the necessity for somé 
practical training of those who aspire to be- 
come accomplished yachtsmed. 

Here was a new and stanch yacht, well 
equipped we are told, embarking for Chicago 
from a neighboring port. It seems 
that not one of the young men com- 
prising her party knew anything about 
yachting or sailorship. The Pat was built, 
presumably, by skilled mechanic, and probably 
well-fitted-out, as she should have been, to come 
here to join in the approaching regatta. But it 
was not to 71 3 ** for at mid- 

as we learn, a squall, or heavy sea, ca 
sited her, and two of “the y were drowned, 
while theescape of the others froma watery 
=e may be considered fortuitous, if not mirac- 
ous. 

I rejoice to see a growing love for aquatic 
sports among our young men residing on the 
lake-borders. Nowherein the wide world are 
such advan s and opportunities offered for 
successful yac mr fom here in Chicago and on 
the borders of old Lake Michigan. But those 
who most affect this manly sport are mostly 
young clerks, who think it just as easy to take 
the helm and managea light sail<raft, as to 
jump into a and steer a worn-out livery- 

a mile or two into the rural districts. 

And here is the greaterror. Yachting is an 
art,—one of the fine (nautical) arts; and one 
who has not served a proper apprenticeship, and 
studied well his starboard and port,” had bet- 
ter be very cautious how he inveigles men, and 

culariy women, into a water-excursion; 
or there are nine chances to one that he treats 
them to a wet jacket or a Coroner’s inquest. 

I said, in my former Mohawk paper, that 
yachting is a business sui generis, and one 
which has got to be learned before one can con- 
sider him an able yachtsmen. I have known 
sailor-Captains who could handle their 2,000 
clipper-ships during the fiercest gales of Ca 
Ho without the loss of a rupe-yarn, who 
would be very unsafe commanders of the 
Frolic, from Chicago to St. Jo. 

As Il said before, I warn my young friends to 
take some lessons in sailing aud handling sail- 
boats or yachts; to learn the use of the helm 
thoroughly; to see that their craft is properly 
ballasted, and that secured; to make sure 
that their halyards, sheets, and downhawls are 
in perfect running order; and then to be very 
cautious how they carry sail, and to keep per- 
JSectly cool under all emergencies, and they may 
escape some sad fatalities. 

It is perfectly silly to lay the fault of this 
Sylvia disaster to any but the right cause. 
Does any one who knows him think, for a mo- 
ment, that the Sylvia disaster could have occur- 
red with Capt. John Prindiville at the helm?

And 
again: The * —— of grain purchased by 
these desirable latter-day agents of the whisky 
prosecutors was proven to be much larger 
than reported to the Collector, not even 
taking into account the malt and other cereals 
purchased of Rehm’s malt-house, of which no 
compilations could be procured, owing to the 
fact that the books containing the damagiug 
evidence had been destroyed. as or Was not 
that ‘sufficient or reliable testimony?’ But 
again: It was in evidence before the Grand 
Jury that India- rubber“ packages had been 
sent out in thousands of instances. That is, 
barrels of liquor had been thrown on the market 
properly stamped, while the returns made to 
the Revenue * — were for pack- 
ages of from ten fifteen gallons, a direct, 
positive and irrefutable steal of from 50 to 60 
gallons on each cask. Could this be called“ in- 
sufficient evidence?“ Convictions have all aloug 
been secured on weaker testimony than this. 

But the oracles manipulating the instruments 
of war argued that the testimony of one self- 
convicted thief, perjurer, and villain was far su- 
perior to volumes of documentary evidence, 
which dove-tailed together with awful precision. 
They held that the overdrafts of bundreds of 
thousands of gallons on the spirit book was 
of no weight; that nothing but an admission of 
guilt would be accepted by an intelligent jury 
when passing upon the cases. 

So, fearful of placing such gentlemen as 


CIRCUIT e. W. Carson ng 0 Tutton, the Brookses, Herr, Gavett, 


and others, on the stand, backed up by tons of 
decuments and columns of damning figures, 
each corroborating the other, even in the most 
minute detail, the innocent whisky thief and 
the down-trodden, bribed, and perjured petty 
Government official was graciously permitted to 
sneak out of the Penitentiary on condition that 
substitutes be furnished, and so the curtain 
falls, with the big rascals still living 
in opulence, and the minor dogs safely 
ensconced in the County Jail. Such is the 
policy of Mr. Wirt Dexter, and hid co-oracles in 
the whisky prosecutions. The management of 
the cases in Indiana is a sufficient auswer to his 
— 2 and a half self-laudatory communica- 
tioon. 

That the entire “first batch —excepting 
eee 2 two or three minor persons—would 

ave been consigned to Joliet in case they had 
made a stand is not the mere opinion of a boy, 
but is borne out by the real facts in the case, and 
undoubtedly is backed by the opinions of older 
heads, as fully competent to judge as Mr. Dex- 
ter or any of his colleagues, as talented and 
omnipotent though they may be.

GAS VERSUS OIL. 


An Interesting Meeting of the 
Council Gas Committee. 


Mr. Watkins, on Behalf of the South 
Side Company, Presents His 
Ultimatum. 


Messrs. Charles & Aiken Offer to Light 
the City with Oil for $25 
Per Lamp. 


The Subject to Be Further Inves- 


tigated To-Morrow. 


The Gas Committee held another meeting 
yesterday afternoon, when there ware present 
Ald. Rawleigh, Chairman, Thompson, Aldrich, 
and Cullerton. Mr. Leonard Swett was also 
present in the interest of hi s clients, Messrs. 
Charles & Aiken, who are desirous of securing 
a contract to light the city with oil. 

Just as the meeting was being called to or- 
der, Mr. Watkins came in and at once proceeded 
to state the conclusions his Company had ar- 
rived at. He said the Committee’s proposition, 


as he understood it, was this: That the con- 


tract with the gas companies be abrogated, that 
new companies should be let in, and that the 
present companies should have the privilege of 
furnishing gas to the city at $1.50 from the Ist 
August to the lst April. His Board bad had 
two meetings on the subject, and had decided 
to decline the proposition because of the low 
price and the other conditions. If, however, 
some consideration was shown the Company, 
they would make a donation to the city of $1 
per 1,000 feet, or, in other words, su ply the 
city at $1.50 and citizens at $2 per 1, from 
the Ist of August to the Ist of April next. 
That was the only proposition he,could make, 
and he would now wish them good * 

Ald. Cullerton—One moment, Mr. Watkins; you 
think you can induce — Company to do that? 

Mr. Watkine—I think so; I could recommend 
that. and have no doubt it will be agreed to.

THE OIL PROPOSITION. 

Mr. Swett said: I come before you as attorney 
on behalf of Mr. Charles and Mr. James Aiken, 
who have, as I understand it, pending before youa 
written proposition to light the city by oil, instead 
of gas, and I simply desire to state briefly a few 
facta in connection with that eee ae and in 
connection with the general subject. There are 
now about 10, 370 street-lamps in the city, and the 
cost cf lighting them under the contract of 1860 is 
about $57 per lamp, or $590,090; repairs cost an- 
nually about $6,000; new lamps added about 

. . The cost of lighti engine-rooms, offi- 
ces, and pubiic buildings belonging to the city is 
about $100,000. This is under the contract 

which laste for the period 
years, and there are more 
two years yet to de fulfilled. 
The Corporation Counsel has given an oflicial opin- 
jon that this contract is invalid, and may be set 
psy —— ae city. — 7: 
en propose to furnish 7 oil-lamps, whic 
are all that the city need, but more if more are 
required at: First year, $25 per lamp, making 
$175,000; second year, $20 per lamp, or 3240 000. 
The total cost of lighting the city under the old 
contract is $700,000 a year, or $1,400,000 for the 
two years. The total cost for lighting the 
oy by oil win be, for the two Fears, 
$315, 000, saving in that time in round numbers 
$1,000,000. In this calculation I have left out 
3, 370 lamps which are now lighted, because the 
are in the outskirts of the city in uninhabi 
places and unnecessary. The city can pay for its gas 
a reasonable compensation. Like water and air, gas 
18 a prime necessity, and while all citizens ought 
to pay for it, they ought not to be in regard 
to it; and hence the question arises whether under 
the contract of 1869 the city is paying too much. 
As bearing upon this question, I have a slip from a 
London newepaper in which the West Side Gas 
Company advert for the sale of its bonds. In 
that advertisement they state the profits they are 
= ye» and of course they desire to make a favor- 
able showing in order to sell their bonds. That 
statement in reference to profits is as follows: 1869, 
£46,143 138 6d sterling ; 1870, £60,207 14s 
ld; 1873, £77,754 11s Od; 1874, £84,440: 1875, 
£99,000. This amounts, converted into gold, not 
1869, $254, 000; 1870, $300, 600} 1871, $380,000; 
1874, $420,000: 1875 0. 8. 

In @ recent suit in lowa, a city refused to take 
the gas as contracted, and 22 — sued the 
city. To ve its measure of da t showed 
the cost of manufacturing gas as well as the con- 
tract price, and the difference between the two 
was what it was entitled to recover. The cost of 
gas, it was proved, in that city was only 

40 CENTS PER 1,000 nur. 

The City of Dublin produces its own gas, and the 
cost is 72 cents per 1,000 feet. In the Chicago 
Ines of Aug. 5 there isan extended calculation 
of the cost of the manufacture of in this city, 
which was given as 50 cents. Noone has ever 
contradicted this statement. The total cost of the 
Water-Works of this city, including 410 miles 
of pipes, two tunnels out to the crib, 
eight engines, and all the build 
is less than $8,000,000. The gas-honses of this 
city are cheap buildings. There are only about 
250 miles of pipes, which are lighter than the 
water-pipes, and consequently cost less; and by a 
comparison made before me Oy men of business ex- 
perience, it is claimed that the Gas-Works could 
not have cost over $3,500,000. Thus the recei 
by the gas companies of $700, 000 from the city for 
lighting the streets, etc., is each year 20 cent of 
the entire cost of the works. More than fifty princi- 
— towns in England and eleven in Scotland, anda 

number in the United States, manafacture 
their Own gas, as Chicago uces its own water. 
The gas in all such cases will not average far from 
$1 per thonsand fect. Yet, notwithstanding these 
facts, when in 1866 some 10,000 citizens peti- 
tioned the Legislature to permit the city to fur- 
nish its own gas, the gas companies convinced 
the — that that would be a@ad thing to 
do, and the bill was defeated. Iam informed in 
the City Clerk's office that since the fire there have 
been about ten bills before the Council proposing 
to let in other companies, and have the same com- 
—— in gas that we have in everything else; but 
nevery single instance but one the Council has 
been convinced that that element should not be let 
in, and in that instance where there was a failure 
to convince the Council the Mayor was convinced, 
and the ordinance was defeated. Thus the city, 
since the organization of these corhpanies, has 
been absolutely without any element of compe- 
tition.
